Riley county. These rains,"whiie good, 
were not sufficient to place the burned 
crops out ot danger. A heavy rain fell 
In the vicinity of Joplin, Me., and trav- 
eling west covered portions of Mont- 
gomery. Butler and Sedgwick coun- 
ties, Kan. Around Joplin there was a 
heavy fall for 10 minutes. A soaking 
rain fell In Cherokee county, across 
the line in Kansas, preceded by hail, 
benefiting pastures and Email grains 
Immensely and bringnis; relief in the 
southern districts. A heavy rain fell 
In the vicinity of CoffeyviHe, Eldorado 
and Wichita. Kan. At Cpffeyville tho 
people held a jubilee on tbe streets 
during the rain. Two counties west 
from Kansas City, in Jefferson county, 
Kan., a full inch o£ rain fell, while in.
